PROJECT NARRATIVE 


1. Project Overview 

We have a dangerous situation currently on Park Avenue in the Town of Wilson. Our new 
Greenwood Veterans Memorial, built with private money in 2007, is attracting large numbers 
of visitors to our area, and currently the only way to access the entrance to the Memorial is to 
walk in the street. In addition, there are several yacht clubs and marinas situated at Wilson 
Harbor with hundreds of docked boats, and the boaters and visitors walk along the side of 
Shore Drive on their way to the village center and to the harbor. Because of the serenity and 
beauty of the area, many recreational walkers and bicyclists also use these roads for exercise. 
The Town of Wilson plans to construct a 5 foot sidewalk from Route 18 down Park Street to 
the entrance of the Memorial Park, around Shore Drive to the entrance of the Harbor and 
from the Memorial to O’Connell Island, where another harbor and restaurant are located. We 
will be placing light bollards along the pathway to assist those using the walkway in the 
evening and plan to have Niagara Greenway signage in place along the route. If we obtain the 
necessary funding, we will start the project in the early spring of 2012, with a goal of having 
everything in place to accommodate the 2012 summer season. We feel that the addition of 
this walkway would greatly enhance the safety for our residents and visitors to the area, as 
well as for the school children who walk to the park on numerous occasions. The local Lions 
club will place trail signs along the route, noting special trees, wildlife habitat, and protected 
plants that grow along the area, as well as pointing out the historical points along the way. 


2 . Advancing the Niagara River Greenway Plan Vision 

“The Niagara River Greenway is a world-class corridor of places, parks and 
landscapes that celebra6tes and interprets our unique natural, cultural, recreational, 
scenic and heritage resources and provides access to and connections between these 
important resources while giving rise to economic opportunities for the region 
The Walkway will maximize the Niagara River Greenway vision by providing access 
from the well traveled Route 18 Seaway Trail to the renowned Lake Ontario waterfront 
of Wilson to visitors and residents, as well as creating a recreational walkway that 
traverses the unique natural fauna and flora of the area including a field full of trees and 
wild trillium. The interpretive signs we plan to place will point out the many points of 
interest along the walkway, including the Greenwood Veterans Memorial, and 
Greenwood Cemetery, which borders the walkway and holds many historical headstones 
dating back to the early 1800’s. In addition, walking access to the Sunset Grille 
Restaurant on O'Connell Island should increase their business from tourists in the area. 

> PRINCIPLES 

Accessibility ~ Situated along the Seaway Trail in the Town of Wilson, the Walkway 
will improve the accessibility of the boaters to the center of the Village of Wilson for 
their shopping in a safe manner and will allow visitors to the area to get to the harbor 
safely. 



Ecological Integrity ~ The walkway will showcase the beauty of the trees, flora and 
fauna of this well kept area, and improve the vitality and integrity of the natural resources 
and wildlife habitats along the way through retaining the natural landscape leading down 
to the water. 

Public Well-Being ~ A walk in the woods will provide a much needed place to get away 
from it all offering access to historic grounds and beautiful waterways. The safety factor 
is an important reason for the project, as currently people are walking in the roadway on a 
curving street with limited visibility. 

Community Based ~ We have the support of the Town Supervisor and the Town Board, 
the Boy Scout troops, the local Lions club and all of the local community. In addition, all 
of the yacht clubs and marinas in the area have given us their full support. 

> GOALS 

Improve Access - Implementation of this project will improve current access to the 
Wilson Waterfront in two separate locations, and allow interested parties safe 
accessibility to the Greenwood Cemetery, the Greenwood Veterans Monument and a 
beautiful recreational walking space, including a waterfront restaurant. 

Make Connections - Connection will be made for residents and tourists between the 
Seaway Trail and the Wilson Waterfront and several yacht clubs, continuing the 
connection of the Niagara Waterways to Lake Ontario. 

Protect Environmental Systems - Drainage work will be done at the time of installation 
of the walkway and will help protect the environmental aspect of the area. 

Celebrate History and Heritage - The addition of a walkway that leads to the 
Greenwood Cemetery and the Greenwood Veterans Monument will help those that are 
interested in genealogy and the history of our town to pursue their studies. Phase II of this 
project would include reconstruction of the Red Bridge which use to connect the harbor 
to Wilson Tuscarora State Park. 

> CRITERIA 

Priority Status ~ Discussions have been in the works for several months to make this 
area more accessible to the many visitors there and to expand the entrance to the 
waterfront. 

Focus Area ~ This project will have a local and regional impact on the region due to the 
interest in historical tours and health related walks. 

Environmental Soundness ~ The plan will include addressing the need to provide 
proper care of the trees and plant life in the area and any areas disturbed during 
implementation will be restored to their original condition. 

Implementable - Proposals have been requested for the construction costs of the project. 
The Town of Wilson Highway department will provide the necessary equipment and 
necessary manpower to develop and maintain this project and community partnerships 
are being created to make sure there are many groups and individuals with a stake in 
seeing this project to fruition. 

Clear Benefits ~ The Town of Wilson Walkway to the Harbor will provide a clear 
benefit to all those who use it to access the waterfront, the Veterans Memorial, 
Greenwood Cemetery and those wishing to “get away from it all” and should enhance 
tourism and the visitors experience for those traveling the Seaway Trail. 



3. Budget

The Town of Wilson will be responsible for preparing the ground for the sidewalk and 
the necessary trenching/push for the electrical connections at a cost of approximately 
$14,500 of in kind services 

Niagara River Greenway Funds Request $86,350.00 


4. Community and Government Support 

The Wilson Town Board authorized the Supervisor to apply for Greenway funding for 
installation of a sidewalk on Park Street to the harbor on May 5 th , 2011. The Town of Wilson 
Highway Department will assist with the removal of trees in the walkway area, and with the 
restoration of the area after the walkway work has been finished. Local Boy Scout Troops and 
Lions club members will assist with placing interpretive signs along the walkway pointing out 
the various historical and environmental sites. The Walkway and the Phase II Red Bridge Project 
are both included in the Town of Wilson Master Plan nearing completion. In addition, we have 
received the support of Senator George Maziarz, Assemblyman John Ceretto, Niagara County 
Legislator David Godfrey and the Village of Wilson, as well as all of the local marinas and yacht 
clubs. 

5. Existing Conditions and Project Implementation. 

The property is currently owned by the Town of Wilson. We are not aware of any rare, 
threatened or endangered wetlands, significant upland or aquatic habitats, and plant or animal 
species. 



May 5, 2011 


The Wilson Town Board held a Special Meeting and Workshop Meeting Thursday, May 
5, 2011 at 3:30 p.m. in the Conference Room of the Town Hall.

Mr. Jastrzemski introduced Dawn M. Timm, Niagara County Public Works, 
Environmental Division, who discussed cost effective solid waste management strategies 
for the Town of Wilson. 

A Resolution was offered by Mr. Clark, seconded by Mr. Muscoreil and unanimously 
adopted, the Supervisor be authorized to apply for Greenway Funding for installation of a 
sidewalk on Park Street to the harbor. 

The Board discussed the request of the Town Justices to purchase a Linear copy machine 
Model LD 117 at a cost of $1570. 

The Board also discussed Roger Mawhiney’ s request to move the town waterline on his 
property to allow for expansion of one of his buildings. It was the general feeling of the 
Board that Mr. Mawhiney could use his own licensed engineer to prepare the necessary 
drawings. Mr. Kerwin noted that Mr. Mawhiney would pay all expenses related to the 
project. Mr. Kerwin expressed his concerns about the waterline that runs through the 
creek on the Mawhiney property and how difficult it would be to repair should a problem 
occur there. No shut off valve was ever installed at this location and Mr. Kerwin thought 
this might be the appropriate time to do that. 

The Board discussed the following: 

Proclamation in support of safe boating. 

Donation to this year’s Wilson Motorcycle Rally 
Sealing and striping the Town Hall parking lot 

Wilson Historical Society’s request to use the Town Hall parking lot and our Town 
Constable for this year’s Memorial Day Fair, May 30, 2011 
Wilson Historical Society funding 

Mr. Jastrzemski reported on the Emergency Town Board Meeting held Saturday, April 
30, 2011 at Greenwood Cemetery to inspect the devastation caused by the high wind 
storm Thursday, April 28, 201 1 and to decide clean up action. At that meeting, Mr. 
Jastrzemski was given authorization to contract with the lowest bidder for clean up work. 



Continuation of Special Meeting and Workshop Meeting Minutes 
May 5, 2011 
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The Supervisor told the Board Mohawk Tree Service estimated the cost of clean up to be 
somewhere around $40,000 to $50,000, and a call he made to Heritage Tree Service was 
not returned. Niagara Forestry, Timber Management, submitted an estimate of $8,500 to 
remove wood 8” in diameter and larger and remove brush with help from our Highway 
Department. Niagara Forestry’s estimated cost did not include stump removal. Mr. 
Jastrzemski told the Board that he contracted with Niagara Forestry and they began work 
on Monday and provided the Town with an insurance certificate. 

Assessor Dom Penale joined the meeting at this time and discussed his retirement plans. 

Mr. Jastrzemski reported on his attendance at the High School Art Show and the 
Schooling Fish that were on display. 

A motion was made by Mr. Thompson, seconded by Mr. Munnikhuysen and 
unanimously carried, the meeting be adjourned at 4:55 p.m.

The Wilson Yacht Club fully and enthusiastically endorses the Town of Wilson seeking Niagara 
River Greenway Commission grant funds to construct a lighted sidewalk around Shore Drive, 
exiting Park Avenue. 

We offer this endorsement specific to the issue of access and safety. The area yacht clubs 
connected via Shore Drive have long shared concern about the safety of visitors (particularly 
children) unfamiliar with transiting this area. Boaters frequently walk or bicycle into the Village 
of Wilson and harbor area to shop for supplies and enjoy local food and entertainment. There 
have been many "close calls" between pedestrians and vehicles - particularly at night, as people 
are forced to walk in the street. 

From the vehicle driver's perspective, the layout of Shore Drive (a nearly continuous curve) 
contains many obstructed views. Locals know where to expect visitors walking, but those who 
are less familiar are often distracted and surprised by oncoming traffic, private driveways and 
"walkers" that are not easily visible in advance. Shore Drive also lacks significant road shoulder 
for pedestrians to seek quick refuge from passing vehicles. 

On Shore Drive alone, hundreds of vehicles enter and exit two marinas, three yacht dubs and a 
restaurant. When considering access to two additional popular restaurants and another marina 
(with several small shops) just off Route 18 toward the harbor entrance, these issues have 
recently been compounded by increased traffic to one of Wilson's new points of pride - the 
Veterans Memorial Park. 

Wilson Harbor is a prime, repeat destination for Lake Ontario boaters. This proposed 
improvement will both enhance economic impact as well as safety for the many people who 
enjoy the harbor.

PROJECT NARRATIVE 


1. Project Overview 

We have a dangerous situation currently on Park Avenue in the Town of Wilson. Our new 
Greenwood Veterans Memorial, built with private money in 2007, is attracting large numbers 
of visitors to our area, and currently the only way to access the entrance to the Memorial is to 
walk in the street. In addition, there are several yacht clubs and marinas situated at Wilson 
Harbor with hundreds of docked boats, and the boaters and visitors walk along the side of 
Shore Drive on their way to the village center and to the harbor. Because of the serenity and 
beauty of the area, many recreational walkers and bicyclists also use these roads for exercise. 
The Town of Wilson plans to construct a 5 foot sidewalk from Route 18 down Park Street to 
the entrance of the Memorial Park, around Shore Drive to the entrance of the Harbor and 
from the Memorial to O’Connell Island, where another harbor and restaurant are located. We 
will be placing light bollards along the pathway to assist those using the walkway in the 
evening and plan to have Niagara Greenway signage in place along the route. If we obtain the 
necessary funding, we will start the project in the early spring of 2012, with a goal of having 
everything in place to accommodate the 2012 summer season. We feel that the addition of 
this walkway would greatly enhance the safety for our residents and visitors to the area, as 
well as for the school children who walk to the park on numerous occasions. The local Lions 
club will place trail signs along the route, noting special trees, wildlife habitat, and protected 
plants that grow along the area, as well as pointing out the historical points along the way. 


2 . Advancing the Niagara River Greenway Plan Vision 

“The Niagara River Greenway is a world-class corridor of places, parks and 
landscapes that celebra6tes and interprets our unique natural, cultural, recreational, 
scenic and heritage resources and provides access to and connections between these 
important resources while giving rise to economic opportunities for the region 
The Walkway will maximize the Niagara River Greenway vision by providing access 
from the well traveled Route 18 Seaway Trail to the renowned Lake Ontario waterfront 
of Wilson to visitors and residents, as well as creating a recreational walkway that 
traverses the unique natural fauna and flora of the area including a field full of trees and 
wild trillium. The interpretive signs we plan to place will point out the many points of 
interest along the walkway, including the Greenwood Veterans Memorial, and 
Greenwood Cemetery, which borders the walkway and holds many historical headstones 
dating back to the early 1800’s. In addition, walking access to the Sunset Grille 
Restaurant on O'Connell Island should increase their business from tourists in the area. 

> PRINCIPLES 

Accessibility ~ Situated along the Seaway Trail in the Town of Wilson, the Walkway 
will improve the accessibility of the boaters to the center of the Village of Wilson for 
their shopping in a safe manner and will allow visitors to the area to get to the harbor 
safely. 



Ecological Integrity ~ The walkway will showcase the beauty of the trees, flora and 
fauna of this well kept area, and improve the vitality and integrity of the natural resources 
and wildlife habitats along the way through retaining the natural landscape leading down 
to the water. 

Public Well-Being ~ A walk in the woods will provide a much needed place to get away 
from it all offering access to historic grounds and beautiful waterways. The safety factor 
is an important reason for the project, as currently people are walking in the roadway on a 
curving street with limited visibility. 

Community Based ~ We have the support of the Town Supervisor and the Town Board, 
the Boy Scout troops, the local Lions club and all of the local community. In addition, all 
of the yacht clubs and marinas in the area have given us their full support. 

> GOALS 

Improve Access - Implementation of this project will improve current access to the 
Wilson Waterfront in two separate locations, and allow interested parties safe 
accessibility to the Greenwood Cemetery, the Greenwood Veterans Monument and a 
beautiful recreational walking space, including a waterfront restaurant. 

Make Connections - Connection will be made for residents and tourists between the 
Seaway Trail and the Wilson Waterfront and several yacht clubs, continuing the 
connection of the Niagara Waterways to Lake Ontario. 

Protect Environmental Systems - Drainage work will be done at the time of installation 
of the walkway and will help protect the environmental aspect of the area. 

Celebrate History and Heritage - The addition of a walkway that leads to the 
Greenwood Cemetery and the Greenwood Veterans Monument will help those that are 
interested in genealogy and the history of our town to pursue their studies. Phase II of this 
project would include reconstruction of the Red Bridge which use to connect the harbor 
to Wilson Tuscarora State Park. 

> CRITERIA 

Priority Status ~ Discussions have been in the works for several months to make this 
area more accessible to the many visitors there and to expand the entrance to the 
waterfront. 

Focus Area ~ This project will have a local and regional impact on the region due to the 
interest in historical tours and health related walks. 

Environmental Soundness ~ The plan will include addressing the need to provide 
proper care of the trees and plant life in the area and any areas disturbed during 
implementation will be restored to their original condition. 

Implementable - Proposals have been requested for the construction costs of the project. 
The Town of Wilson Highway department will provide the necessary equipment and 
necessary manpower to develop and maintain this project and community partnerships 
are being created to make sure there are many groups and individuals with a stake in 
seeing this project to fruition. 

Clear Benefits ~ The Town of Wilson Walkway to the Harbor will provide a clear 
benefit to all those who use it to access the waterfront, the Veterans Memorial, 
Greenwood Cemetery and those wishing to “get away from it all” and should enhance 
tourism and the visitors experience for those traveling the Seaway Trail.

4. Community and Government Support 

The Wilson Town Board authorized the Supervisor to apply for Greenway funding for 
installation of a sidewalk on Park Street to the harbor on May 5 th , 2011. The Town of Wilson 
Highway Department will assist with the removal of trees in the walkway area, and with the 
restoration of the area after the walkway work has been finished. Local Boy Scout Troops and 
Lions club members will assist with placing interpretive signs along the walkway pointing out 
the various historical and environmental sites. The Walkway and the Phase II Red Bridge Project 
are both included in the Town of Wilson Master Plan nearing completion. In addition, we have 
received the support of Senator George Maziarz, Assemblyman John Ceretto, Niagara County 
Legislator David Godfrey and the Village of Wilson, as well as all of the local marinas and yacht 
clubs. 

5. Existing Conditions and Project Implementation. 

The property is currently owned by the Town of Wilson. We are not aware of any rare, 
threatened or endangered wetlands, significant upland or aquatic habitats, and plant or animal 
species.

Mr. Jastrzemski introduced Dawn M. Timm, Niagara County Public Works, 
Environmental Division, who discussed cost effective solid waste management strategies 
for the Town of Wilson. 

A Resolution was offered by Mr. Clark, seconded by Mr. Muscoreil and unanimously 
adopted, the Supervisor be authorized to apply for Greenway Funding for installation of a 
sidewalk on Park Street to the harbor. 

The Board discussed the request of the Town Justices to purchase a Linear copy machine 
Model LD 117 at a cost of $1570. 

The Board also discussed Roger Mawhiney’ s request to move the town waterline on his 
property to allow for expansion of one of his buildings. It was the general feeling of the 
Board that Mr. Mawhiney could use his own licensed engineer to prepare the necessary 
drawings. Mr. Kerwin noted that Mr. Mawhiney would pay all expenses related to the 
project. Mr. Kerwin expressed his concerns about the waterline that runs through the 
creek on the Mawhiney property and how difficult it would be to repair should a problem 
occur there. No shut off valve was ever installed at this location and Mr. Kerwin thought 
this might be the appropriate time to do that.

Mr. Jastrzemski reported on the Emergency Town Board Meeting held Saturday, April 
30, 2011 at Greenwood Cemetery to inspect the devastation caused by the high wind 
storm Thursday, April 28, 201 1 and to decide clean up action. At that meeting, Mr. 
Jastrzemski was given authorization to contract with the lowest bidder for clean up work.

The Supervisor told the Board Mohawk Tree Service estimated the cost of clean up to be 
somewhere around $40,000 to $50,000, and a call he made to Heritage Tree Service was 
not returned. Niagara Forestry, Timber Management, submitted an estimate of $8,500 to 
remove wood 8” in diameter and larger and remove brush with help from our Highway 
Department. Niagara Forestry’s estimated cost did not include stump removal. Mr. 
Jastrzemski told the Board that he contracted with Niagara Forestry and they began work 
on Monday and provided the Town with an insurance certificate. 

Assessor Dom Penale joined the meeting at this time and discussed his retirement plans. 

Mr. Jastrzemski reported on his attendance at the High School Art Show and the 
Schooling Fish that were on display. 

A motion was made by Mr. Thompson, seconded by Mr. Munnikhuysen and 
unanimously carried, the meeting be adjourned at 4:55 p.m.

The Wilson Yacht Club fully and enthusiastically endorses the Town of Wilson seeking Niagara 
River Greenway Commission grant funds to construct a lighted sidewalk around Shore Drive, 
exiting Park Avenue. 

We offer this endorsement specific to the issue of access and safety. The area yacht clubs 
connected via Shore Drive have long shared concern about the safety of visitors (particularly 
children) unfamiliar with transiting this area. Boaters frequently walk or bicycle into the Village 
of Wilson and harbor area to shop for supplies and enjoy local food and entertainment. There 
have been many "close calls" between pedestrians and vehicles - particularly at night, as people 
are forced to walk in the street. 

From the vehicle driver's perspective, the layout of Shore Drive (a nearly continuous curve) 
contains many obstructed views. Locals know where to expect visitors walking, but those who 
are less familiar are often distracted and surprised by oncoming traffic, private driveways and 
"walkers" that are not easily visible in advance. Shore Drive also lacks significant road shoulder 
for pedestrians to seek quick refuge from passing vehicles. 

On Shore Drive alone, hundreds of vehicles enter and exit two marinas, three yacht dubs and a 
restaurant. When considering access to two additional popular restaurants and another marina 
(with several small shops) just off Route 18 toward the harbor entrance, these issues have 
recently been compounded by increased traffic to one of Wilson's new points of pride - the 
Veterans Memorial Park. 

Wilson Harbor is a prime, repeat destination for Lake Ontario boaters. This proposed 
improvement will both enhance economic impact as well as safety for the many people who 
enjoy the harbor.
